It must be said 
at the outset that the Philharmonic 
Society desolved all. doubts ut their 
fivsl performance Inst night.. Ib.wos 
ngreat triumph for the Society aad 
jor Mr. R. R, Davies, the producer. 
Thy hada good house, including 
HE. the ‘Governor (Sir, William 


' Peet), Lady Peel and a large party 


from: Government ‘House. A full 
house makes a difference we _all 
know, and an enthusinstic house is 
mi equally. important ingredient of | 
aucegss, and,on these two scores 
there could be no complaint, ‘ 

“The Yeomen of the Guard” is 
one of the strangest of all dramatic 
pieces. Gilbert bad a sarenstic wit 
and was ao hard old man, Sullivan 
had ambitions to be a composer 0 
the grand scale and ‘turned out 
many worthy works of that kind. 
But for the Savoy operas, however, 
hoth men would by now be forgotten. 
Fate made them jesters—jesters: of 
the type of Jack Point, the sensi- 
tive, embittered ‘artist. Ia ‘* The 
Yeomen ‘ these odd partners were 
expressing themselyea with a sin- 
eerity gnd ao personal feeling, care- 
fully, eliminated: from the other 
cunty soufilées of light opern, Jack 
Point is, one feels, the artists’ own 
selves. So “The Yeomen,” with’ 
its alternate tears and laughter, 
with real human beings and not 
fanciful stage figures ‘for its pro- 
tigonists, and: with somo of the 
most exquisite’ trios‘and quartettes 
ever written, went straight.to the 
heart of British people.
